Author Hector Carlos Janson speculates that these issues were 
struck in Chile and smuggled into Mendoza where the laws concern¬ 
ing unofficial issues were quite lacks and the pieces could be counter- 
marked and legitimized. He also speculates that the known examples 
without countermarks are the result of being left in circulation outside 
of the city in the more rural areas of Mendoza. An interesting aspect 
of Argentine numismatics which sure to add depth to even the most 
advanced of collections.

It is also a 
fabled RARITY, one of only two known to exist. 

A member of the House of Habsburg, Matthias (1557-1619) 
was born in Vienna, the capital of Austria, to Holy Roman 
Emperor Maximilian II. In his early 20s, Matthias was invited 
to the Netherlands, where he would accept the role of Governor- 


General within the provinces that were then under Spanish 
influence. Upon their declaration of independence in 1581, he 
returned home to Austria. In 1593, his brother Rudolf II, the 
residing Holy Roman Emperor, appointed Matthias to Governor 
of Austria. After he helped construct the Peace of Vienna treaty 
in 1606, which guaranteed religious freedom in Hungary, he was 
recognized as the head of the House of Habsburg, and the future 
Holy Roman Emperor. Seizing on his brothers illness, he became 
King of Hungary and Croatia in 1608. Several years later, in 

1611, his brother ceded Bohemia to Matthias as well after he held 
him prisoner in his castle in Prague. Upon Rudolph Us death in 

1612, Matthias finally became Holy Roman Emperor, with the 
coronation taking place on June 26, 1612 in the Imperial Free 
City of Frankfurt.

Coinciding with the Great Northern War (1700-1721), a plague ravaged 
much of the Circum-Baltic and East-Central Europe regions for over a 
decade. First recognized in a Swedish military hospital in 1702, the out¬ 
break followed trade and military routes, landing in Prussia in 1709. By 
1711, areas all around the Baltic Sea were recording incidences. Finally, 
in 1712, it reached Hamburg. While Hamburg, with its estimated death 
toll around 10-15% of the population, was far less than most major cit¬ 
ies on a percentage basis (Riga, for example, was among the hardest hit, 
with an estimated loss of 60-70% of the total inhabitants), the absolute 
casualties, which likely neared 10,000, was among the most extreme.

The House of Helfenstein was a noble German family that traced 
its roots back to around the 12th century. By the 14th century, 
it had built itself up to noteworthy prominence, with its heads 
earning the title of Count. By the 17th century however, the house 
had fallen into financial turmoil, with the death of Count Froben 
essentially marking the extinction of the line. Today, the family 
castle still exists, located in the present day city of Geislingen an 
der Steige, not far north of Ulm. 

Rather curiously, the family coat of arms displays elephants in two 
of its four quadrants. Origin unknown, it has been suggested that 
their appearance stems from a distant ancestor, Helfrich, who was 
a citizen of Rome, but served in a German legion that had once 
fought against military mastermind Hannibal who is famous for 
his parade of elephants. Another, far simpler explanation is that 
the coat is a namenwappen (coat developed from a name); that 
is, the similarity of sounds between Helfenstein and Elefanten 
helped create the arms.

Ephesus was an Ionian settlement at the mouth of the Cayster River. It 
rivaled and finally surpassed Miletos as the chief seaport and emporium 
of the trade of the Maeander valley Ephesus shared the fate of the other 
Ionian cities after the defeat of the revolt against Persia. It joined the De¬ 
lian Confederation under Athens but sided with Sparta midway during 
the Peloponnesian War. The city was most famous in ancient times for 
its sanctuary of the Ephesian Artemis. According to legend, the temple 
burned down on the night of the birth of Alexander the Great, into whose 
control the city passed in 334 B.C. The bee was the heraldic badge of the 
city, related it would seem to the cult of Artemis. The high priest of the 
temple of Artemis was called “the king bee” while his priestesses were 
“honey bees.” The stag was also closely associated with the goddess.

Also, all other Charles III patterns were 
submitted directly from Spain and either bear the Madrid mintmark 
or a large “N” in place. It is also interesting to note that the Charles III 
copper series is nearly always found in well circulated condition, often 
corroded. This is not typical of a coinage that was produced for pattern 
purposes, but more indicative of a currency intended for circulation. 
Perhaps the reason for its short lived nature is that Charles III hired 
Tomas Francisco Prieto to superintend all of the mints in his kingdom, 
in order to unify the coinage. Prieto designed the new portrait coinage 
for Charles III and supplied all of the mints with patterns dated 1770 
that were produced in Spain. Full denomination sets of uniface pat¬ 
terns were shipped to the new world mints along with new equipment 
for the production of the new unified bust coinage. The unification of 
the New World mints seems like a logical reason to do away with a 
subsidiary copper coinage that was being produced by only one of the 
mints the previous year. The likeliest answer is that this series is a short 
lived issue intended for circulation rather than a pattern series, with 
the piece offered here clearly demonstrating evidence of circulation 
and past handling. Other theories include the possibility of it being a 
pattern struck at Mexico City and submitted back to Spain for consid¬ 
eration as a circulation issue for the Philippines. The iconography of 
the Grano series is also of particular interest. Although similar motifs 
exist for earlier medals of Mexico City, this appears to be the first ac¬ 
tual coin to depict a bird perched atop a cactus. Perhaps even more in¬ 
teresting is the presence of three globes at the base, which we interpret 
as a representation of the Spanish sphere of influence; hence the three 
globes represent Spanish Old World, Spanish New World and Spanish 
Orient (Philippines). This example, the fourth we have offered, shows 
similar amounts of circulation as the David O’Harrow Collection piece 
we sold (Baltimore, November 2015, lot 39360), with the unfortunate 
addition of faded reddish orange color from a past cleaning. Despite 
this shortcoming, all important details remain intact, making this a 
prime opportunity to acquire a numismatically important coin with 
secrets yet uncovered.

Regarded as intel¬ 
ligent and artistic, his political aspirations differed from his fathers, who 
was content ruling an independent state. By contrast, Eric pushed for 
territory expansion, attempting to broaden his influence into the Baltic 
region, ultimately becoming the ruler of Estonia after a 1561 conquest. 
Mental decay led to his insanity by 1563 and he was eventually deposed 
and imprisoned in 1568. Dying in 1577, the cause was long unknown 
until a modern examination of his remains in 1958 suggested poisoning 
by arsenic.

Marie deOrleans-Longueville (1625-1707) was born in Paris to 
Henri d’Orleans, Duke of Longueville and Louise de Bourbon. 
In 1657, she married the Henri of Savoy, Duke of Nemours and 
became the Duchess of Nemours. Decades later, upon the death 
of her brother, she succeeded him as sovereign of Neuchatel, 
gaining the titles Princess of Neuchatel. Although she remained 
a prominent member of the French royal court, she continued 
to hold these Swiss titles until her death in 1707 at the age of 
82. Having no children to her name, the Orleans-Longueville 
line, which has first inherited the territory in 1504, ended. King 
Frederick of Prussia, a Protestant, was chosen among fifteen 
potential successors in 1708, with the Prussian link carrying 
forward to 1798 when Napoleon took control. Following the 
Liberation Wars in 1814, German oversight was restored under 
Frederick William III. A year later, the principality was allowed 
to join the Swiss Confederation as a full member, making 
Neuchatel unique as the only monarchy among the republican 
Swiss cantons.

Struggling to secure sufficient local funding however, the company 
received capital from English and French investors by 1893, moving its 
headquarters to London shortly thereafter. This funding infusion proved 
only temporary however as between 1897 and 1908, three financial 
groups exchanged control of the company in an attempt to make the ven¬ 
ture work. Around 1904, contracts for local laborers to work in South 
African mines were first drawn up, creating the first lucrative source of 
income for the company. By 1914, a German banking consortium had 
acquired the majority stake in the company. Shortly thereafter, World 
War I broke out, and the company was ultimately confiscated by the Brit¬ 
ish and awarded to an English financial group. On October 27, 1929, 
the Portuguese government refused to grant an extension to the charter, 
effectively abolishing the largely unsuccessful company after 35+ years of 
operation.

The largest Piloncito cor¬ 
responds in weight almost exactly to the weight of one mas (2.65 gms) 
and the smallest known weigh 0.09 gms. These gold bits may have 
been named “Piloncito” due to their similarity in shape to sugar recep¬ 
tacles known as “Pilon”. It is noteworthy that this particular character 
appears only on the Philippine Piloncitos which differentiates them 
from their almost identical counterpart pieces from Java and Siam. 
The uniformity of appearance makes it plausible that they indeed rep¬ 
resented a form of coinage used by the ancient Filipinos.

speculative or difficult to compute, and resell a portion or all of the lots held by Stacks 
Bowers, in a commercially reasonable manner, which may include a public or private 
sale, in a quantity sufficient in the opinion of Stacks Bowers to satisfy the indebted¬ 
ness, plus all accrued charges, and Stacks Bowers may charge a sellers commission 
that is commercially reasonable. More than one such sale may take place at the option 
of Stacks Bowers.
